| ſupply Your Majeſty with the 
a © © Weeklylaaneof 76. pounds farthe 

proviſion of {even anditwenty Troopes of Your Ma- 
 jeſties Horſes, audone company of Dragooners, bil- 
| litedipth& County; according to an agreement made 
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betwixt Your Majeſty and Your Petitioners ,the 
twenty firſt of December laſt, and according #0 an 
Explanation thereof made the 11. of Januar y fol- 
lowing ; Which agreement Y our Petitioners (though 
the burthen be very great) arewilling on their part | 
to performe ; the true intentionthereof being ( as 
Your Petitioners doe humbly conceive) that no more 
Horſes or Dragoones ſhould be billited in this Coun- 
£9, then were ſpecified in the ſaid agreement, Andto 
zbat end, by an Explanation of the ſaid Agreement | 
made the eleavemb of Tanuary, there are diverſe | 
Receryers nominated for the ſeverall bundreds of 
this County, with direttions given them, to what of- 
ficers, aud for what Regiments, the ſaid Receivors 
ſ1nld pay the monyes within their ſeverall (olle- 
ons. | 

Xow, Foraſmuch as diverſe Troopes of Horſe & 
Dragooners before that time were,<& ftill are billited 
in thu County,more then the number contratted for 
(whereunto Tour Petitioners contrary tothe Expla- 
u#ation of the 11® of Tanuary, are compelled without 
any pay at all) inſomuch as the proviſions of the 
Country are already (0 farre ſpent, that Your Peti- 
tionerscan neither be able $0 performe their Agree- 
ment with Your Majeſty, wor provide for ſuch cattell 
of their owne, as are neceſſarily required for their 
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busbandry andtillage ( the loſſe whereof is the un- 
doing of the Country,) unleſſethey be preſently ea- 


And foraſmuch as there ts no Receiyor-generall 
appointed, from whom, ſuch perſons ( and many 
there are)who billet more ſouldiers, or ſend in more 
provifions then their Contribution & Loane amount- 
eth unt«, may expett ſatisfattion , according to the 
rates and priſes agreed on in Print. | 


Your Petitioners doetherefore moſt humbly 
| beſeech Your Majeſty that alltbe ſupernumera- 
ry Troopes of Horſe and Dragooxes may be 
ſpeedily removed, and Quartered in ſome other 
Counties. And that the now High<Sheriffe of thu 
County, or ſome other *Perſon of Quality and E- 
State amongt us, may be by Your Majeſty ap-. 
poynted Receivor-generall of the ſaid Weekly 
loane, Anathat the particular Recetivors , nomi- 
watedin the Printed book, may forthwith pay all 
ſuch monies as they have already received, and 
may once every Weeks( or Fortuight at the far- 
tbeſt) pay what more they ſhall receive, and 
therewith deliver in all Tickets, and perfett their 
accompt thereof tothe High-Sherifſe, or ſuch o- 
ther at Your Majeſty ſhall appoynt ; In whoſe 
power

uwer it [hall alwayes be to detaine in Hit hands 
ſomnuch mony as ſhall ſatafythe Country for the 
ſurpluſage of thoſe monyes disbur ſed by them, tis 
ther in Billet or Provifions, which they can make 
appeare by Tickets to be more then their Contri- 
bution and Loane amounts unto. And that the 
Sheriffe, or ſuch other as Your Majeſty ſhall ap- 
poynt, may. pay the refidue of the ſaid Loane- 
mony to ſuch Commanders or Officers of Tous 
Majeſties Army, for Your Majcſties ſervice, 
a7 Your Majeſty ſhall pleaſe to affigne for that 
purpoſe.

Horſe is hereby required to give a ſpeedy ac- 
compt tothe Lords, and other Our Commiſsio- 
ners, how many and whoſe: Troopes of Horſe 
arc therein quartered, Thar if it ſhall appeare 


ſpeedy order may be taken for their removall, 
and likewiſe for ſatisfying the Country for ſuch 
time as they have been Billetted therein, ſo ſoon 
as the Country have made good) and paid in all 
the Contribution and Loane now behind and 
unpaid. | |
